Budget Speech. 


The Tariff resolutions which were 
submitted by Hon. Mr. Foster, Minister 
of Finance, in his budget speech on 
Tuesday, do not embody many changes, 
as it was decided to posipone any gen- 
eral revision of the tariff till next year. 
Following is a summary of the reso- 
lutions : 

The following rates of duty to be 
substituted for those hitherto in force : 

(1) Molasses and syrups, between 49 
and 56 degrees, Lic. per gallon. Less 
than 40 degrees, fc. per gallon in ad 
dition for each degree or fraction there- 
of under 40 ; when not imported direct 
without transhipment, a further specific 
duty of 24c. per gallon. 

(2) Cane and beet sugar, not above 
“4, Dutch standard, when not imported 
direct without transshipment, 5 per 
cent ad valorem. 

(3) Sugar above 14, Dutch standard 
and refined sugars and syrups derived 
therefrom, 8 10c. per gallon. 

(4) Glucose or grape sugar, 
or corn syrup, 14 cts. per Ib. 

(5) Cut tobacco, 45 cts. per Ib. 
124 per cent ad valorem. 

(6) Manufactured tobacco and snufl, 
35 ets. and 12) per cent. 

(7) Ale, beer and porter or otherwise 
than in bottles, 15 cts. per gallon. 

(8) Ale, beer and porter in bottles, 21 
cents per gallon. 

{Sections 9 and 10 detail in) much 
minuteness the reconstruction of the 
duties on spirituous and alcoholic li- 
quors, re-establishing them practically 
as they were before the change of last 
session. | 

(11) Salt in packages, 5 cents per Ib. 
(not toinclude salt from British pos- 
sessions. ) 

(12) Salt, fine, in bulk, 5 cents per 
100 pounds 

(13) Salt in bags, barrels and other 
packages, 74cents per 100 pounds; the 
packages to be included the same as if 
imported empty. 

The following are added to the free 
list : All cane sugars and beet root 
sugar not above 14, Dutch standard ;

HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties may 
be performed in three ways, and on making ap- 
plication for entry the settler must declare un- 
der which of the following conditions he elects 
to hold his land : 


1. Three — cultivation and residence, 
during which period the settler may not be ab- 
sent for more than six months in any one year 
without forfeiting the entry. 


2. Residence for three vears anywhere with- 
in two miles of the homestead quarter section, 
and afterwards actual residence in a habitable 
house upon the homesterd for three months 
next prior to application for patent. Under 
this system 19 acres must be broken the first 
year after entry : 15 additional in the second, 
and 15 inthe third year; Wvacres to be in crop 
the second year and 23 acres the third year. 

2X The 5 years’ systcia under which a setUler 
may reside anywhere for the first two years, 
(but must perfect his entry by commencing eul- 
tivation within sis months after the date there 
of breaking five acres the first year, cropping 
those ive acres and breaking 10 acres addi 
tional the second year and also building a habi- 
table honse before the end ef the second year. 
The seitler must commence actual residence on 
the homestead at the expiration of two years 
from date of entry, and thereafter reside upon 
and cultivate his homestead for at least -ix 
next succeeding

Ottawa, June 25.--The following 
are substantially the contents of Sir 
John Macdonald's will, He appoints 
his son 
Hon. Edgar Dewduey, 
avpoints them together with Laly | 
Macdorald, to be guardians of his | 
daughter. He leaves his Ottawa resi- | 
dence, Earnclitie, to Lady Macdonald 
for life, and in the event of her de- 
siri:.g to sell it, it is to be sold and ihe | 
proceeds there of invested, she to re- 
ceive the income thereof. during her 
life. In the event of her death before 
that of her daughter the latter is to 
receive the income, and after her death 
the family of his son is to be entitled 
tothe money. He bequeaths his law 
library to his son, and all the contents 
of his house, furniture, general library, 
personal effects, books, etc., to Lady 
Macdonald, to whom he also leaves for 
her life the income of certain invest- 
inents not included in the general per- 
sonal estate.
